PERSONAL AND POLITICAL 

Mrs. ANTHONY J. DREXEL, wife of 
the head of the banking firm of Drexel 
& Co., died, on the 27th, at her country 
house, Runnymede, Delaware county, 
Pa.

On the 27th Peter Kerns, aged 85 years, 
one of the oldest citizens of Cass county, 
Ind., dropped dead in Logansport while 
transacting some business in the office 
of a justice of the peace. 

Sianor Nicorra, minister of the in- 
terior, in reply to an interrogatory in 
the Italian chamber of deputies, on the 
28th, stated that regardless of what 
might be said and done inside or out- 
side the country, Italy considers the 
question of the status of the papacy as 
having been finally settled. The min- 
ister’s declaration was received by the 
chamber with loud and long-continued 
applause. 

Mrs. JEFFERSON Datvs has, through 
her attorney, Gen. Hoadiey, brought 
suit against the Belford Publishing Co.

the sales of her book, ‘Jefferson Davis, 
ex-President of the Confederate States;

JuDGE JAMES M. COFFINBERRY, one 
of the oldest members of the Cleveland 
(O.) bar, a fine orator anda brilliant 
writer, died on the 29th, aged 73. 

On the 2Sth Rev. James Field Spauld- 
ing, for twelve years rector of Christ 
church, Cambridge, Mass., who recent- 
ly resigned, announced to his parish- 
ioners that he had become a convert to 
Romanism. 

It is said that an effort is being made 
by friends of Dr. J. W. Hamilton to 
have the president reappoint him sur- 
geon-general of the marine hospital 
service. 

ARCHDUKE HENRI RENIER Of Aus- 
tria, whose wiie, Baroness von Val- 
deck, died on the 29th, died on the fol- 
lowing day, of pneumonia, the disease 
which caused the death of the baron- 
ess.

THE grain movement for the first 
three months of the crop year in the 
spring wheat states of Minnesota and 
North and South Dakota shows receipts 
at the two terminal points—Duluth and 
Minneapolis—of 53,896,000 bushels. The 
figures are official for both cities, ex- 
cept for the last day of November. 
This is estimated at one-third of the 
entire crop of these states. Of this 
Duluth received 29,069,000 bushels and 
Minneapolis 24,230,000 bushels. ‘There 
are now in store at the two cities 8,000,-

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


Republican Triumphs SBerald Nationsel 
Prosperity. 

A year ago the political results and 
the crops were democratic; they sus-. 
tained the calamity-wailers and helped 
those who bank on public disaster. 
This year the crops and the elections 
back up the republican party, which 
believes in national prosperity and 
seeks success only by promoting na- 
tional prosperity. If good fruit comes 
from good soil the outlook for business 
and industry ought to be vastly 
brighter than it was a year ago. 

The influence of political results on 
the trade and industry of the country 
is often intentionally misrepresented. 
But in this case there isnot much room 
for honest dispute about it. Last 
year’s triumph of the free traders, the 
ealamity-wailers, the property-haters 
and the more-money fanatics, came 
just when the country was ai the 
highest point of business activity yet 
attained, and produced immediate and 
severe reaction. The election of legis- 
lators which were expected to make 
war upon railroads and other invest- 
ments could not render securities more 
attractive. When railroads cannot 
sell securities production in the iron 
manufacture and other industries is 
sure to be checked, When investors 
know not if they are to be robbed of 
part of their investments they are al- 
ways more timid and cautious about 
the rest, and so individual enterprise 
is checked. These results plainly and 
swiftly followed the democratic and 
alliance victory in western states last 
fall. 

Equally sure are the consequences of 
a triumph of the democratic national 
policy. That party has voted stubborn- 
ly'for free coinage of silver and free 
trade. All over the world its victory 
last year was interpreted as foreshad- 
owing a change of the national policy 
in these respects. A host of manufac- 
turers drew back from the new works 
in which they were about to invest and 
waited. An unusual number of foreign 
manufacturers and investors were in 
this country at the time, contemplating 
removals of works or purchases. Most 
of them went back to do nothing, con- 
vinced that the new tariff would not 
last ayear. A great part of the benefits 
which should have been realized with- 
in a single year was thrown away by 
senseless voting last fall. But this year 
the people have so magnifitently sus- 
tained McKinley in Ohio and have made 
such splendid republican gains in other 
western states and in Pennsylvania 
that even foreign organs admit that 
the reversal of protection is no longer 
sure and will in any case be delayed. 
The fact is thatthe Ohioelection means 
a solid westera vote for the republican 
party on nations. issues. 

The fear of unlimited silver coinage 
has hung over the land aJl the last year, 
hindering all business and all enter- 
prise. No mancan say how far it has 
contributed to cause the hesitation or 
depression that has been seen. But 
this year the decision of Ohio and the 
collapse of the alliance in western 
states make it plain that free coinage 
cannot be carried until after the presi- 
dential election, nor can it then if 
President Harrison should be reclected, 
or if Mr. Cleveland should stick to his 
past declaration. The more-money 
fanaticism has again been met by the 
republican party, and as the Ohio vic- 
tory in 1875 was the precursor of vic- 
tory in 1876, sothe trinmph in the same 
state this vear probably heralds an- 
other triumph for the cause of honest 
money in 1892. 

These changes ought tc be realized 
in business cireles and by capitalists. 
The conditions have greatly altered 
within the last year. Things they had 
most reason to dread have been swept 
from the field of possibilities, at least 
for some years tocome. The prospect 
for maintenance of honest and wise 
laws, both in the states and by the na- 
tion, is immeasurably better than it 
was a year ago, and that change alone 
ought to be worth countless millions to 
the business of the country.—N. Y. 
Tribune. 


THE GENERAL RESULT. 


Encouraging Prospects for Republican 
Victory in 1892. 

Looking orer the whole field of the 
recent political engagement, we find 
that the general result is much more 
favorable to the republican party than 
was at first indicated. 

While the republicans have not re- 
gained the governorshipsof New York, 
Massachusetts and Iowa, they are more 
than comforted in recovering the con- 
trol of the legisiature in both Massa- 
chusetts and Iowa, and in retaining a 
majority in the New York senate, with 
a majority in its assembly if fraudu- 
lent methods do not prevail. 

Then, too, the republicans have elect- 
ed their state .ticket, with the excep- 
tion of the governor, in Massachusetts, 
und in part probably also in Iowa. 
Pennsylvania has been swept by a 
large republican majority, which af- 
fords a most gratifying confirmation of 
the confidence with which we are wont 
to look to that state in times of party 
peril. The good people of Pennsy)- 
vania are still stanch in their allegiance 
to the principles, policies and practices 
of the republican party, and are not to 
be daunted in their party fealty by the 
claptrap hue and cry against a few rec- 
reant republicans. 

Michigan’s congressional district, 
contested in this campaign, has been 
recovered from the democrats, and the 
Farmers’ Alliance vote in Kansas, 
Nebraska and South Dakota has been 
so sternly rebuked by the people of 
thoge states ag to reduce it to the con:

The campaign was founded 
upon national issues, in which the tar- 
iff was clean cut in its prominence and 
emphasized in its central and essential 
importance to the future prosperity 
and progress of the American people. 
The great battle was conducted upon 
identically the same lines that the cam- 
paign of next year must be contested 
upon with even greater desperation. 
But the brave and brilliant champion 
of the distinctive American tariff sys- 
tem was the courageous standard 
bearer of the invincible republican 
forces in Ohio, and notwithstanding 
the enormous interests at stake, and 
the intense concern which the free- 
trade party, both in this country and 
in England, felt and manifested in the 
struggle for supremacy, McKinley mag-

DETRIIT PONONED 


The Gas Supply Is Cut Off 


and Then Turned On, 


And Several Families Suffer 
Partial Asphyxiation.. 


An Accident to the Machincry at the 
Distributing Station Shuts Off the Gas 
Supply and the Lights Go Out—The 
Flow Is Started and Poison Fills the 
Houses. 


Detroir, Dec. 4.—The naturai gas 
supply was suddenly shut off during the 
night throughout the city, owing to 
accident, and several families in differ- 
ent parts of the city suffered from par- 
tial asphyxiation, About 2 o’clock in 
the morning the automatic trip regu- 
lator at the distributing station got out 
of order, shut off the flow of gas and 
extinguished ail the lights and fires in 
the city. When the regular flow was 
resumed the gas permeated the houses 
of many houses. the inmates of all of 
which were asleep. The safety valves 
on the meters undoubtedly saved many 
lives. 

The manager notified the police of 
the danger and the patrolmen roused 
up half of the town. A call was also 
made on the fire department and all the 
men that could be spared were about 
the city while the department remained 
on the alert, expecting to be called out 
every moment. Charles Kergan and 
Mrs. May Greenel, wife of Rev. Mr. 
Greenel, were both seriously burned by 
striking lights in the presence of an 
accumulation of gas. Members of 
other families are also reported suifer- 
ing from partial asphyxiation. 





Encountered a Tidal Wave. 

New York, Dec. 4.—The National 
line steamship France, which left this 
port for London last Saturday, has re- 
turned here after a dangerous encoun- 
ter with a tidal wave. The France, 
which carried no passengers, had a car- 
go of wheat, oats and tobacco and 575 
head of cattle. On Sunday a heavy 
snow storm arose, accompanied by fierce 
winds. Tremendous seas arose, and at 
last a mountainous wave struck the 
vessel. The steamship reeled over upon 
her side and almost capsized. For a 
time it appeared that the vessel and all 
on board would go down, The cargo 
shifted and kept the vessel upon her 
side. When the worst of the storm had 
subsided, Captain Foote put about and 
returned to this port. Tie vessel was 
still listed when she came up the bay 
and anchored. The cargo must be re- 
moved.

Two Masked Men Get in Their

on the East Tennessee. 





The Bandits Scare the Express Messen- 
ger and Quietly Go Through the Safe.

A Revolution in the Business Depart- 
ment of the Paper.

CHINESE INSURRECTION. 


England Said to Be Attempting to Form 
a Treaty of Alliance. 

New York, Dec. 4.—-The Hera!d’s 
Paris dispatches state that although the 
Chinese legation persists in denying the 
importance of the insurrection in Chi- 
na, advices received by the French gov- 
ernment do not bear out their estimate. 
According to one official dispatch, the 
British government is negotiating with 
China, with a view to lending her as- 
sistance in men and money against the 
rebels. In exchange China seems dis- 
posed to sign a treaty of alliance with 
England, ceding Yangste and pleding 
herself to oppose Russia in the event of 
an Angla-Russian war. 

The French government has sent or- 
ders to the commanders of French ships 
in the east to hold themselves in readi- 
ness to sail for Chinese waters.

WOMEN IN ART. 





Always a Good Opening for Girls Who 
Have the Ability and Energy. 

In the rush toward things artistic to- 
day, too many persons unfitted for the 
career adopt the profession of an artist, 
with a light heart; that, as years roll 
on, too often grows to be a very heavy 
one. Before deciding whether one’s 
taste for dabbling in paint or plaster is 
likely to outlast the necessary drudgery 
of the first years of study, it fs well to 
be quite sure that not only the will but 
the power is there. Usually the first 
efforts of a girl, who shows some 
knack of handling brush or pencil, are 
greeted with a chorus of praise; those 
who know better withhold the sharp 
criticism the prentice’s attempts de- 
serve; while those who do hot know in- 
sist that with such genius it would be a 
shame to remain content with mere 
common-place pursuits. So the victim 
to circumstances listens greedily to 
prophecies of future fame an fortune, 
and decides to become another Rosa 
Konheur. In rare cases the decision is 
right, and both the individual and the 
world gain thereby. But in the large 
majority of failures one wishes that 
some kindly friend could have stayed 
the waste of time and energy by telling 
the truth in time. 

To decide whether a clever girl has 
or has not the talent—without which 
success is impossible, or, at best, dis- 
honorabie—is noteasy. If she turns to 
friends and acquaintances, their polite- 
ness forbids plain speaking; if she ap- 
proaches a local teacher, the chances 
are that the natural eayerness to secure 
another pupil makes him discern hidden 
talent where otherwise he would fail 
to find it. Nor is.it easier to obtain 
valuable advice from a stranger; it isa 
serious responsibility to stay the career 
of one who may be great some day, 
and so, mindful of the romances of un- 
appreciated genius, we all shrink from 
saying—‘*You have no shadow of a 
chance of eminence as an artist; aban- 
don the attempt wholly.” 

To begin, with, their is no royal road 
to art; genius alone can not paint a 
great picture. Knowledge of drawing 
and anatomy; skill in technique, in 
brush-work and the laying on of color 
are all gained only by hard and seri- 
ous study. To copy good paintings isa 
help; but nothing replaces the teacher. 
A serious objection to many artschools 
is that the level of the class is lowered 
to avoid showing the utter incompe- 
tence of the worst. The first steps are 
made too easy, and when a spurious fa- 
cility is gained, the young miss (or 
master) sallies out to conquer the 
world. Possibly a dealer buys a few 
sketches; persohal friends offer small 
commissions, and the student's head is 
turned. Ignorant of her own want of 
knowledge—the deepest of all ignor- 
ance—she paints daubs that defy every 
law of art, but attract a certain class of 
admirers; and so, content with her be- 
ginning, goes on to find a younger 
novice forestalling her, and the ap- 
preciation of those worth having, lost 
forever. 

What has been called a “divine dis- 
content’ is at once the artist’s sorrow 
and crown. The ideal aimed at must 
always be far ahead of the result; satis- 
faction, beyond a certain point, with 
one's finished work is the deadliest in- 
dieation of all. If before a great paint- 
ing a young artist secretly feels she 
could paint as well, in one case out of 
a million she may be right; but in the 
others it is a dead certainty that both 
the humility of real genius and the 
genius itself are lacking. 

But besides the lack of that supreme 
talent men call genius, there are other 
secondary qualities that must be hers 
who would succeed in art. Of these, a 
power of steady application, a keen ob- 
servance of natural facts, a love of na- 
ture, and real delight in color and the 
beauty of things seen as well as things 
painted, are among the most important; 
but energy, patience and study can 
zlone make them fruitful. 

Difficult as it is to ascertain whether 
a beginner has solid reason to hope for 
success, there are a few rough and 
ready tests that, if unflinchingly ap- 
plied, would weld out the most hopeless 
incapables. Note first whether the 
would-be artist is clever at copying, or 
tries to invent her pictures. If her 
sketches are full of every technical 
fault and yet show honest attempts to 
draw or paint what she sees, there is 
room for hope. If, however, her pic- 
tures are all mere copies of the work of 
other artists, though done ever so well, 
they prove nothing; beyond the lower 
fagulty of imitation, that is only a 
small part of the equipment of an 
artist. 

Such an one may go to nature and 
yet paint her scenes after a previously 
learned formula. If all her sketches— 
gray days or sunny days, autumn or 
spring—have a similar chromo-like col- 
oring, it is proof positive that the vision 
of the real artist has been denied her. 

The choice of subjects is another 
test. Areal artist makes everything 
paintable; the most unpromising scene 
has its rare moments of beauty, and, 
like the smile on a homely face, may 
be lovely at times. The amateur is al- 
ways trying to make pictures; the real 
artist is satisfied with half a dozen 
rough lines, if she grasps the essentials 
of the fact she wishes to note. The 
study needed is not to be put away 
with the easel and palette at the art 
school, but continued always; jotting 
down stray memoranda in pencil or 
color, noting the effects of atmosphere 
and color under every condition. That 
a course of tuition at a good school of 
art is essential to success, goes without 
saying. In default of working in the 
studio of a first-rate painter—almost 
impossible in this country—it is the 
only way. If, after this, some years of 
study at Paris or Munich is not within 
reach, it should be made so, for the 
energy that overcomes the apparently 
impossible, is, in itself, not far off 
genius. 

Suppose after every effort to gauge 
her capability, the beginner feels justi- 
fied in accepting the risks and toils of a 
professional career; then, if she be 
wise, she wil! at the same time prepare 


every effort to deserve it, for even 
fgranting absolute genius, commer- 
cial prosperity does not necessarily 
accompany it. The highest prices 
rarely fall to the best painters; 
we might say, during their lives, never, 
were it not that fortunately a few in- 
stances to the contrary have existed 
and still exist. Therefore, it will be 
wise for her to study the marketable 
every-day branches of art, that an in- 
come may be always in her power, even 
if her best pictures fail to sell. The im- 
portance of this can hardly be overesti- 
mated. To become a teacher isthe en- 
forced alternative of almost every fail- 
ure as an artist. Yet to terch well re- 
quires as much talent as to paint well. 
Not that every good instructor must be 
able to paint as well as she teaches; but 
she must have the appreciation of good 
work, and the unerring certainty of 
critical insight that is at least haif the 
qualification for a good artist. Apart 
from the question whether it is honest 
to be paid for imparting knowledge to 
others that the so-called teacher lacks 
herself; it is certain that an incapable 
instructor is not likely to turn out cap- 
able pupils. 

But if the art of design be studied 
thoroughly, and one of the many tech- 
nical crafts that belong to the art mas- 
tered at the same time, then, with a 
permanent source of livelihood secured, 
the chances of the future may be faced. 
Every day sees a wider market for in- 
dustrial art; girls who can paint flow- 
ers or sketch amore or less common- 
place landscape, are here in thousands. 
Nobody wants such work. The prices 
paid by wholesale dealers for “hand- 
painted” trifles are an insult to those 
who are compelled to accept them or 
starve. But the capable designers are 
few; the girls who can invent a work- 
ing pattern for a carpet or wall paper, 
who can create a bold and striking de- 
sign fora bill poster, who can master 
the technicalities of etching or lithog- 
raphy, or make effective illustrations 
for a trade catalogue or an advertising 
circular, are not likely to become bur- 
dens on their friends. 

High art is a noble aim; but the true 
artist is less degraded by accepting pay- 
ment for a pattern fora floor clotk or 
the hand bill for a patent medicine 
seller, than by receiving alms from 
friends who buy, otherwise unsaleable 
pictures, out of pure charity. It may 
be that the art student has no feeling 
for design and is incapable of produc- 
ing the simplest original pattern. Then 
let her essay portraiture and try if she 
ean catch a ‘speaking likeness;” here, 
even if commissions ffail, her skill will 
make her valuable to  photogra- 
phers to finish their enlargements in 
crayons or colors. In short, the 
advice sums itself up in one sen- 
tence —be practical! The world does 
not want more than a limited number 
of pictures, but for patterns, illustra- 
tions and such things, the demand is 
unlimited. The rapid growth of pho- 
tographie processes may have injured 
fatally the art of wood-cutting, steel 
engraving and many of the finer arts; 
but it has increased the need for pic- 
tures. Every day sees more use of il- 
lustrations, more effort to produce new 
decorations and new shapes in all man- 
ufactured articles. The art student 
who aspires to paint masterpieces the 
world shall accept with acclamation, 
should determine at the same time that 
if her well-meant ambition fail, she 
will at least have a trade to fall back 
upon; art would not suffer thereby, and 
the artist would escape the degradation 
of failure that sours the aging years of 
so many who set out so gaily to con- 
quer its supreme heights. Above all, 
let her eschew the sc-called art-work 
of the amateur. More or less idle 
people may decorate tambourines, 
milking-stools and bric-a-brae general- 
ly, with more or less well-painted stud- 
ies of flowers; but between such things 
and real art of the humblest sort, an 
impassable gulf is fixed; that once the 
true mission of the artist is undertaken, 
may never be retraced without peril. — 
Gleeson White, in Ladies’ Home Jour- 
nal.
